First’ check your herd records. 
Get rid of those unprofitable, 
law producing cows. These just 
waste feed as they cost you 
more to feed than they bring 
you in income. 

Be sure that each cow gets all 
the roughage she needs each day. 
Do this by providing. hay free 
choice. 

Never underestimate the valuo 
of cool clean drinking water, 
easily available to the cows. 

Buy all the good hay you càn 
before prices get any higher. 
This will not only stretch your 
pasture, but will also strengthen 
your winter feed program. 

Practice rotational grazing by 
moving cows from one area to 
another as soon as they graze 
down the first area. 


Restricted grazing, the practice]

In this type 
program cows should be turned 
into pasture right after morning 
milking, left on until 10 percent 
are lying down, then moved to 
a shady area well supplied with 
drinking water.

Dig your swoatnotatoes be- 


fore the first killing frost ar- 
rives. If dug during warm, fair 
weather when the soil is dry, 
they will be easier to cure, store 
and grade for market. 

Yellowing of the vines is the 
best indication that sweetpotatoes 
have stopped growing and are 
ready for digging 

Take cáre of digging to pre- 
vent cutting and  bruising the 
potatoes. For digging potatoes, a 
large turning plow with rolling 
coulter properly set on the beam 
to cut the vines without damag- 
ing the sweetpotatoes. 

A tractor drawn or direct 
mounted 16 inch or 14 inch bot- 
tom plow is recommended. The 
land side of the plow should 
be run far enough off center to 
turn the potatoes out to one 
side and to prevent cutting or 
bruising. 

Handle the potatoes carefully. 
Do some field grading. Place 
the potatoes carefully crates in 
the field—never toss into piles 
or a wagon bed. Remove po- 
tatoes from field within an hour 
of digging. For more informa- 
tion, see your local county agent.

Mississippi Egg Shell 
Law Discussed At Meetings 


‘Two meetings were held Tues- 
day in the Agricultural Center 
Building at 10 a. m. for producers 
and 7 p. m. for handlers of eggs. 
Objective of meetings was to ac- 
quaint each group with a new 
law effective November Ist. 

This law is designed to promote 
the development of the poultry 
and egg industry of Mississippi 
and to protect producers, distri- 
butors, and the consumers of 
eggs. It "does" suppress misrep- 
resentation and false advertising. 

Thus the dealer, retailer, and 
the consumer have the opportun- 
ity of getting the quality and 
size of eggs to meet their needs. 

Joe Branch from the Commis- 
sion of Agriculture Office, Jack- 
son was speaker and discussed 
the new law at length. He stat- 
ed the best grade of eggs contain 
a large percentage of thick albu- 

en which causes the yolk to 
stand up when the egg is brok- 
en out. : 

He further commented that 
the building of confidence of the 
consumer in ability to purchase 
graded eggg will undoubtedly lead 
to an increased consumption of 
eggs, this in turn will reflect to 
the advantages of producer and 
distributor of eggs.

EXPLANATION OF THE WAR 
ORPHANS EDUCATIONAL 
ASSISTANCE ACT OF 1956 


After passage by Congress the 
President signed Public Law 634, 
known as, War Orphans Educa- 
tional Assistance Act, on June 29, 
1956, This law went into effect 
as of October 1, 1956. This train- 
ing will be provided for children 
of veterans of World War I, 
World War II, and the Korean 


[War under the following limita- 


tions: 

No. 1. The veteran-father or 
mother of the child died from a 
service connected or aggravated 
disability or was killed in action 
during one of the wars mention- 
ed above. 

No. 2. The child must have 
attained his 18th and not passed 
his 23rd birthday at time of mak- 
ing application for this training 
Or must be a high school graduate 
or must have quit school. 

This law, Public Law 634, pro- 
vides each eligible child thirty- 
six months of training by pay- 
ing to the trainee or his or her 
quardian $110.00 per month for 
the thirty six months. Anyone

Now, three wetks and 2,160 
arrests later, the margin of in- 
crease has dwindled to four, the 
lowest since March when this traf- 
fic death rate leaped ahead of 
that of last year. (The Patrol has 
expressed hope that the death 
toll will be less than the '55 
slaughter by the end of October. 

The public safety commissioner 
ka the pubiic’s support oí 
ithe safety campaign “gratifying.” 
Actually, Highway Patrol officials 
state that "Operation-Attack" a 
saturation traffic enforcement 
program. has not drawn the pro- 
tests and complaints anticipated. 
More citizens have come forward 
in praise of the program than to 
attack it. 

According to Chief of Patrol 
Bil Hood,  "Operation— Attack" 
wil ba continued indefinitely. 
“We are thoroughly convinced 
of its good effects and have noted 
a decided slowing down on the 
part of state motorists” he said. 

The necessity for ticket-writing 
was calld unfortunate by Hood, 
but he repeated his earlier con- 
tention that strict and impartial 
traffic law enforcement would be 
necessary to curb Mississippi's 
mounting traffic toll. 

Since the start of ‘“Operation- 
Attack", Mississipp; Highway Pa- 
trol have visited eight counties: 
Lauderdale, Hinds, Lowndes, Har 
rison, Tunica, Coahoma, Jones, 
;and Sunflower Counties. As many 
as 8 radar units were used sim- 
ultaneously in one of the coun- 
ties; five and six in others. From 
eighteen to twenty additional 
units participated in each “At- 
tack”; their orders were to watch 
for all violations, 

During the week prior to the 
launching of “Operation-Attack” 


the program was widely publice: 


ized, both by press and radio. 
Each operation during the first 
week of "attack" was pinpointed 
in adavnce, and the number of 
Partolmen to be used was told. 

At the start of the second week 
however, the Patrol failed to issue 
its "attack warnings’, and al- 
though "Operation-Attack" is still 
going on, where the attack will 
Strike is kept secret. 

“We want the motorists to 
drive carefully and ssfely wher- 
ever he is. Sane driving is his 
protection from an accident or a 
radar ticket,’ concluded Chief 
Hood.

‘While the picture Dr. Graj's fig- 
ufés paint is reassuring to those 
who have gone forward with vac- 
cination, it contains at the same 
time a warning to the parents of 
some 400,000  Müssissipplang in 
the under-20 age group who have 
had no vaccine at all. 

Based on Mississippi records, 
compiled and analyzed on Sep- 
tember 15, 1856 as another polio 
season is closing, the evidence ig 
that there has been from 4 to 5 
times more polio among the un- 
vaccinated than among those who 
have had 1 or 2 injections of the 
Salk vaccine. 

Polio cases in the state this 
year have been cut practically in 
half. (he average number of 
cases from January to September 
15 in the last 5-year period is 
358, ag compared to 180 cases 
this year. 

Of these 180 cases, 132 had had 
po vaccing, reports Dr. Gray; 
and none of them had had three 
injections of vaccine as recom- 
mended for maximum protection. 

The case rate per 100,000 pop- 
ulation 14 years of age and un- 
der in the unvaccinated is 442; 
for those with one or two injec- 
tions of vaccine, 9.8. 

In poihting out the differ- 
ence: vaccine has made in case 
rate to date Dr. Gray declares 
with the full dosage of 3 injec- 
tions the case rate would have 
been lowered much more. How- 
ever, less than 1|5 of those who 
started their series of Salk vac- 
cine have had the third injec- 
tion because of the time 
necssary betwen the second and 
third injections—a period of sev- 
en months.

Of this total, $80,760 injections 
have been given to the 
‘most susceptible to polio infec- 
tion, the 0-14 years old, with a 
breakdown by dosage as follows: 
first inspection, 496,983; 
375,828; third, 87,949. 
Since an estimated 712,000 chil. 
dren are in this 0-14 year group, 
‘there remains approximately 215,- 
000  unvaccinatd youngsters in 
the most vulnerable age group. 
Most of these children. according 
to Dr. Gray, are either under 6 
years of age or between 12 and 
15 years. (For them he urges 
immediate vaccination. 

Dr. Gray is also concerned about 
another 200,000 segment of the 
state's population the teen agers 
from 15 through 19 years of age. 
Most of them have had no vac-
